READY: TO SURRENDER. 


Eighty Hostile Chiracahuas Wait- 
ing for an Escort to San Carlos. 
A. T., July 13.—Linder- 

man arrived to-day from San Bernar- 

dino Cafion. From seventy-five to eighty 
hostile Chiricahuas are at that place 
waiting to surrender. They are com- 
mitting no depredations, but are wait- 
ing an escort to the reservation. Capt. 


Rafferty, with one troop of cavalry, left 
Fort Bowie yesterday to escort the sur- 
rendered hostiles. He will probably 
arrive with them in three days. Lin- 
derman has an extensive ranch near 
San Bernardino. He is a responsible, 
wealthy cattle man. He reports the 
Indians all supplied with arms and am- 
munition, and large herds of horses, 
mules, and cattle—presumably the re- 
sult of raids in Sonora and Chihuahua, 
The hostiles are well posted in regard 


thorities. They would not consent to 
surrender until a promise was given to 
change reservation affairs. The pas 
experience of Indian agents dee 
this course. There jis reason to believe, 
if control had been given exclusively to 
the Indian Department, the Indians 
would have bolted, murdering many 
whites.

To the Editor of the ‘Trues—Sre: In 
yiew of the many successful and unsuc- 
cessful attempts at, suicide in Los An- 
geles, I have been led to read with in- 
terest a recent lecture on the subject by 
‘Dr. L. L. Dow, Professor in Cooper 
Medical College, ,San Francisco. He. 
says his conclusions are drawn from 
over 1000 cases that have occurred in 
San Francisco during the past twenty | > 
years, 350 of which. he had personally 


investigated. The annual percentage 
of suicides in California is 26 1 in 100,000 
inhabitants, while.in New York City it 
is about 18 in 100,000 inhabitants.

My own observation has not been in 
accord with the above statement. The 
climate has something to do with it. 
Where people lead an easy, slow life, 
and lack the exhilerating influences of 
a northern or Pacific Coast climate, 
there we find the minimum of suicides. 
It is not the man with the sluggish cir- 
culation who commits self-murder. 

Francisco is the most given to 
self-murder of any city of its sizein the 
world.” * * * ‘Eighteen per cent. 
of all suicides in San Francisco during 
four recent years were immediately caus 
ed by alcohol.” * * ‘‘As usual in 
American cities, the Germans and Irish 
always lead in the number of suicides.”’ 

My own impression has been that the 
Irish were not, as arule, given to sui- 
cides, but not*having statistics at hand, I 
cannot contrevert the statement of Dr. 
Dow. 

After much valuable bistesnat n on 
the subject, the lecturer speaks of 
‘‘prevention;’’ and urges the adoption 
of a law. similar to the one recently 
adopted in New York, by which the 
person who unsuccessfully attempts sui- 
cide is punished by imprisonment in 
the State Prison, for a term not exceed- 
ing two years, or by a fine of $1000, or 
both. He also urges moral and religi- 
ous training, and cites the comparative 
immunity of Catholics from suicides, 
aud closes by two quotations, one from 
an English writer: ° 
‘* We of to-day have learned to see in it 
not only a monstrous self-indulgence, but 
also an atrocious crime and an idiotic 
cowardice.” * * * | 
The other from a French author: | 


Cowanpbs commit suicide; br ave men 
live on.’ 
The lecture is well worth reading, and 
its anthor is certainly very opportune in 
his effort to lead the people of this 
coast to devise some plan for the pre- 
vention of this great crime.
